represented in the General Assenbly:

Sec. 5-25002. dassification of departnments. County and
multiple county health departnents established wunder this
Division may be classified by the Director of Public Health
in accordance wth standards relating to progranms, and
performance. The State Departnment of Public Health IS
authorized to adopt prenulgate rul es and-regulations setting
forth mninum standards for prograns and per f or mance,
including regulations in which the State Departnent of Public
Health shall require provision of home visitation and ot her
services for pregnant wonen, new nothers and infants who are
at risk as defined by that Departnent that enconpass but are
not limted to consultation for par ent al and child
devel opnent, conprehensive health education, nutritional
assessnent, dental health, and periodic health screening,
referral and followup; the services shall be provided
through prograns funded by grants fromthe Departnent of
Public Health from appropriations to the Departnent for that
purpose. The Departnment is further authorized to prescribe
m ni mum qual i fications for the professional, technical, and
adm ni strative staff.
